There is som ething to be said 
both for and against the idea of 
each of the m ajor schools.

And against the soft boiled school, 
the baby soon learns tha t when it 
pu t# u p a holler mama will pick 
it u p and wu mpey-du rapsy it, and 
baby lik es attention ju st as mu ch 
as you do; so ita crying spells be­ 
come more and more frequ ent. It 
is, in short, to be old fashioi ed, a 
"cry baby.” 
Reasons Baby Cries 
In general the baby cries abou t 
a few very simple thing-: 
Hu nger. 
Uncom fortable clothes. 
Uncom fortable position ia 
T>ed. 
Fear. 
Sick ness— pain from teeth­ 
ing or a bu m p—ia the least 
frequ ent of alL 


The baby has only one way of 
signalling the ou tside world—ery­ 
ing—and if it is hu ngry or dirty 
or u ncomfortable or frightened it 
signals that way. 
Hidden hu nger is the only thing 
to fear in the hu nger category. 
Mother shou ld not pu t herself on 
a spot by interru pting the regu ­ 
larity of meals—or she will be 
trotting half the time. Bu t hidden 
hu nger du e to insu fficient breast 
milk , or poor dairy milk , or lack 
of Vitamin D and C (cod liver oil 
and orange ju ice) is a possibility 
even when the meals are regu lar 
and seem su fficient. 
Uncomfortable Clothe* 
Uncomfortable clothes inclu de 
everything from the good old open 
safety pin, to bu nches and wads 
of clothing, to filth. 
The sk in 
shou ld be carefu lly cleansed w hen- 
ever the diapers are changed or 
there will be a sk in rash, which 
will sting every time baby u rin­ 
ates. Keeping the diapers boiled 
and wiping the ak in with cotton 
satu rated in baby oil is the answer. 
It tak es some tim e for the baby 
to learn to roll over in bed. so it 
rem ains in the position ju st the 
way mother pu ts it. One position 
gets tiresome to the baby as well 
as to you . so the yells signal a 
change—“Pu t me on my back or 
stomach or side." 
F ear— Babies are frightened by 
noises and by the fear of falling. 
W hen he is pick ed u p su ddenly or 
lowered into the bath he reaches 
for anything he can grab. In time 
he gains confidence in hia care­ 
tak er. A slam m ing door, a blast 
from the radio, w ater ru nning ou t 
of the bath are beyond his com­ 
prehension and scare him.
